continuance had enferchangeably perfoꝛmed a league be⸗ 
ttoenc the aged Parentes, ſdGod and Nature (the per- 
fiters of ſubſtance) with equal diſtrybution, imparted the 
ſedes of the Parentes loue, fo the coꝛpoꝛall confozmytiec 
of the childzen : Lawmenios ſonne, was ch2iſfkened Si- 
nonides: Calides, repoꝛteth his Daughters name, to bee 
Clarinda: Now, what kndifferent Judge can denie, that 
the fathers vertues are not anſwerable in the childꝛen, 
ſince their vices are ſo cõmon;! The fathers were friends, 
nature made the childꝛen friendly, hauing a greater yſſue 
when their veares wete foꝛward to perfection, 
Theſe yong Ymphes (as the pꝛopynquite of place re- 
quyzed) had often intercourſe, youthly pzactiſes,and chyl⸗ 
dich conue pa nces:and as their peares grew, ſo increaſed 
their affections, while pouth ſerued (J meane the tyme 
vnſeaſoned with impꝛeſlions of lik yng:) My virgyn Cla- 
rinda, wottld play with her Simonides: yet when Simo. 
nides had gotten yeares on bis backe, my Pouthe muſk 


pꝛap his Clarinda .

Oh Gentles ſee theſe times, yearcs are the iſtrel⸗ 
ſcs of ſinnes, and childhode the minyſter of Jnnocency: 
my cople in youth loue naturall canſoꝛte, in peares of 


diſeretion vnnaturally diſmemhꝛe nature, wto (as the 


wiſcman ſapeth) hath made vs all foꝛ increaſe, Simoni⸗ 
des, at veares of diſcretion, is calde on by his Father to 
marry, Clarinda, at her pꝛime perfection , is vowed by 
Diana to chaſtitie.

The Pouth whom towardeneſſe had ledde to iudge of 
coulours, conſidering the harde, and impoꝛtunate com- 
maund of the parentes, and the willing inſtigation of his 
owne nature: bethought himſelfe or his choice, conſide⸗ 
ringe with hymſelfe, that he that marrieth, weddeth 
foꝛ lyfe, not fo2- peares: where vppon he determined to 
like of his poſſeſſion befoꝛs he would enter. 

Amongſt his Ciuill Mapdens, her bethought him of 
his cbopce, foz hys Father had determyned the lym⸗ 
mpts. 

Shamckaſtneſſe, (the Badge of youthe) made him 
loath to attempt vnknowne Fozfes : and an olde in- 
ueterat conceipte, made him amongſt all other opinions. 
to ſay a pꝛaper at Clarindaes, Shzine: foꝛ Don Cupid 
had commaunded that conely ſhoulde be Piſteris of 
his affettions, which he perceiued: (foꝛ inward conceipf, 
rules our outward apperations, ) bethought himſelfe, ol 
his ſhe neighbour, his olde companion: and hauing ſome 
ſecreat opoꝛtunitie, and heerewithall imaginynge , 
that Clarinda woulde wedde, as well to playe in ear⸗ 
nelt ,*.as ſhee conlde vouchlafe, to dztue away e the 
time intelf;, fynding place conuenient her vttered this 
diſcourſe. 

Mp Piſteris Clarinda, if vou knewe, what melſage 
J binge, and heare the enterparle J muff implope, 
perhappes, the ſtraungenelle wyll make you, m_

but the neceſſifie inſoꝛceth me to ſpeake: You and 2 
(fapꝛe Uirgin) haue two louing parentes, whoſe inward 
loues, haue bene furtherers of our acquaintaunce: Mp

nie: vour Calides, hath you his onelp Daughter i mul⸗ 
tiplye in addition, and to endeuour your ſelfe, that pour 
Fathers labour, be not determined in vou: 4 am com⸗ 
maunded to wed, and pou were boꝛne to loue: Jam to 
make my choice, if fo2 acquaintaunce, ſhoulde tefuſe 
Clarinda if foꝛ beautie, J nede not ſceke Venus: foꝛ vers 
tues, as they are hardly founde in Nomen, lo are they 
not to ſæke in pou: gu are a Payde , whercvppon J 
haue determinod withany ſelfe, ſynce inwarde Fan⸗ 
cy hath made mch ſatie my lyking, on pour [werte ſelfe:

This pounge Nouicc and fapꝛe Clarinda , hauinge 
attentinlpe harde the woꝛdes of her young play felow 
Simonides, (tyke to the vnruly Heyfer not pet ſtaled,) ſo 
her Papdenipke demeanures not pet altered, gaue 
ſcope to ſundꝛie imaginations, now dꝛiuing this way, 
now turning that wap, to diſtouer the fy2zme lande ok 
the pꝛopoſed diſcourſe:and although ſhs vente lite tick⸗ 
lyng heate make ſome motions or after aliswantce, vet 
beeinge of ſo much Mapdenlpke perfection, as that the 
coulde.alwayes folow the ſoule, pet ſometime ſerue the 
fleſhe, after ſome Retho21call pauſe , with a certayne 
amoꝛous (yet cop) countenaunce, ſhe aunſwered thus: 
Don Sunonides it may not be, but that as nature hath a⸗ 
lowed pou exquiſit pꝛopoꝛtion, fo diſdained ſhe not, but 
that you ſhoulde be partaker of ſome perfection; And 
though ſhe hath made mer a weake veſſell vnable to re⸗ 
ſiſt, vet hath ſhe graunted all Momankinde an adniſed

Simonides hauing heard the determined opinion of 
B. 3. his 
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bis Miſtreſſe:and ſeing the Anker of his hope was bereft 


of the Cable of coinfoꝛt, grewe into an extaſie of mour⸗ 
ning and lamentacion: and withdꝛawing himſelle fron 
her preſence to his ewne chamber, in uklauchoſſ deuo⸗ 
cion, entred th is Diſccuro. 

Not wi thout wiſdome,the world is repoꝛted Sphea⸗ 
ricall, in that it ſtill turnech: and with iudgement, For- 
tune is ſaid to be blinde, foꝛ that ſhe is fleeting: our hopes 
are determined by pea and nay : our pleaſures hange in 
the Balance of lia png:and when we thinke we haue the 


kaſteſt foting, lite is melt ſubiect to dechninge : we pma⸗ 


ayn euerpe ſtrange thinge a God: euery Idea of Folie, 
is become our Summum bonum: Our neceſſarie and

nyght betoke himſelfe to his vowed Pilgrymage: and 
poſting to avoyde the outſcouts of his Father, hee lefte 


Caſtile to his Clarinda, and by Journies attained the ci⸗ 
tie of Caragoza: in which (being moned by the ſerenitie 
of the apꝛe, and the ſeemelye ſcituation of the place, with 
the ſtatciy buildpnges, and riche monunientes) hee made 
his abode ten dayes ; from thence trauplinge to recouer 


Barcelona, the ſoner to imbarke foꝛ Italy, in midwape, it

ſight, a ſimple Yermytes Youſe,ard olde decayed Cha⸗

L adie:that done,entrynge into the D2atozte,fownde an 
aged man of ſage countinance, to whome fo ſone as he 
had done reuerence, and receiued the lpke curteſie, with 
a v{uall benediction,he vſed this ſpeache.

that J ſee, vou carte the Hapꝛes of Experience, and pour 
peares, betoken ſtaiedneſſe, and my ſelfe haue nede of 
counſell, I beſeeche you recount me the cauſe of pour a⸗ 
bode here the Diſcourſe of pour trouble, and the intent 
of pour ſolitaryneſſe: 

The olde Father hearyng the requeſt of the Centel- 
man, and delightyng in his pouthe, ſeaſoned with perfe- 
ction, friendly anſwered him thus. 

Twentie winters are gone and paſt, ſince time and 
Fo2fune allotted mee this Hermitage, the cauſe of my a- 
boade here, ſince J ſe it is a meane to wozke pou ſome 
delightes (god ſir) thoe to mine owne ſoꝛow) J wyll ſa⸗ 
fiſfie your requeſt, but that the ſerenitie of the aire, may 
ſomwhat mytigate the meditation of my miſhap, J' p2aPp 
you take the payne, to reſoꝛte with me to my Siedge of 
contemplation, (whiche place was a pꝛomontoꝛie of an 
exquiſite p2oſpect, both to behold p p Champpon countrey, 
and alſo the Cities ſcituate nere aboute:) where beynge 
ſetled, Simonides veldynge the place his due deſerued 


pꝛaiſe, he requeſted the Hermite to perfozme his pzomile 


to which, he wyllingly aſſented, and recounted his cala⸗ 
mytie in this ſoꝛte. 
You haue requeſted me my ſonne) to ryp vp the la- 


mentable Diſcourſe of my foꝛtune, and to retoꝛde thoſe 


calamyttes, the verie thoughts of whiche, makes me re⸗ 
newe myne olde paſſion: Knowe you (god ſir) that my 
name ts Ariſto, of the citie of Caragoza, of god Paren- 
tage, the onely heire of my father, E the hope of his kynſ⸗ 
folkes:my youth was ſo foꝛtunat (foꝛ a while) as J was

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had vowed to make his home in my harte, but þ blinded 
miſtris ſhot at an other mark, diſpoyling mer of my plea⸗ 
ſure,bereauing nie of my reſt, and dꝛowning mee in the 
daungerous flood of myne owne fanctes, making mee an 
Enſigne bearer to Cupid , with whom when J had ſer- 
ted leng, accoꝛding to place of deſert , J entoyed my res 
warde, which J lo dearely eſteemed , as by it my fpeſte 
franic of bleſſedneſle was buylded on, in the deſolation 
which, my felycytie was fruſtrated: J imoyed a para⸗ 
gon, who equallye imparted ter perfections to mee, and 
with ſuch god nature, requited my lopaltie, as J with 
admpꝛation was rauyſted in her beautie, wee both being 
of ſelfe ſame opynton, and chaſt deſpꝛe, to the ende, that 
the burning flame, that had entered the habytacle of our 
reaſon, might bee alaped foꝛ a time, and not extinguiſhed Fe 
fo2 euer, (by our Fathers conſent) betwke our ſelues to 
wedlocke,thinkynge it a moſt happy lyfe, where Hyme⸗ 
neus is molt conuerſant:and hauing, to our great ſolace, 
(with mutuall conſent) inioped our purpoſed delight, the 
ſpace of eight monethes, iniuſt nature, vnequall tyme, 
cruell death, and frowning Heanens , berefte mee of my 
delyght, tamed my Fancte, and with the ſurge of ſow2e 
Joꝛtune, dꝛowned the continuaunce of my god hope: in 
ſtead of pleaſure, heaupneſſe mpniſtred mee mone, ⁊ care 
incombered my decaping lyfe: ſozrow and defolation ta⸗ 
med my he art, and comfozt was expulſed, by conceiued 
diſpapꝛe. O Sonne, ſe the chaunge of time a man now 
happp, ſtraight helpleſſe, now compaſſed with Friendes, 
now ouerrunne with foes, this day riche, that day poꝛe, 
at moꝛne a Pꝛiuce, by night a Peſaunt. Our woꝛldly ho- 
nour hangeth in a bꝛitle ballance, and our eſtimatiõ run⸗ 
neth as the capacitie of the common people ſerueth:ſom⸗ 
times Cæſar renowned in the Senate, accompted a pa- 
ter patrie, inueſted with Pꝛincely Offices, oftentimes 
retor, no ſmall time Emperour, beloued of Brutus, ſalu⸗ 
by Cicero:now Cæſar a ty2ant,flaine in the Senate, 
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Bolli patrie, bereft of hls Diadem, no pretor but preda- 


wor: Reo an Emperour to a dead carkaſſe,gozde with his
